ARTICLE   1. 


This  Society  shall  be  called  and  known  as 
"The  British  Columbia  Mainland  Pioneer  Q^^^^jg  „f 
AND  Benovelent  SOCIETY."  It  is  designed  to  ^j^^  suci  ny. 
be,  and  is,  a  moral,  benevolent,  literary  and 
scientific  association,  and  its  objects  are:  To 
cultivate  sciial  intercourse,  form  a  more  perfect 
union  among  its  members,  and  create  a  fund 
for  charitable  purposes  in  their  behalf;  to  col- 
lect and  preserve  information  connected  with 
the  early  settlement  and  subsequent  history  of 
the  country ;  to  form  such  libraries  and  cabinets, 
and  to  pursue  such  literary  and  scientific  ob- 
jects as  the  Board  of  Direfctors  may  from  time 
to  time  determine,  and  in  all  appropriate  mat- 
ters to  advance  the  interests  and  perpetuate  the 
memory  of  those  whose  sagacity,  energy  and 
enterprise,  induced  them  to  settle  in  the  wilder- 
ness and  become  the  founders  of  a  new  colony. 

ARTICLE   II. 

The  Society  shall  be  composed  of  two  classes.  Two  classes

ARTICLE   III.

^  n"  n  '^'^  *'^  coming  a  member  of  this  Society,  shall  be  pro- 
posed and  balloted  for  in  a  manner  to  be  pre- 
scribed in  the  By-laws,  and  any  person  who 
shall  have  been  once  balloted  for  and  rejected, 
shall  not  again  be  proposed  for  membership 
within  sis  months  from  the  date  of  such  rejec- 
tion. 

ARTICLE   IV.

Each  person,  on  admission,  shall  pay  such 
fees  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  By-Laws ;  and 
all  funds  arising  therefrom,  or  from  monthly 
dues,  or  from  donations  (unless  such  donations 
are  given  for  other  specific  purposes)  shall,  after 
the  current  expenses  of  the  Society  have  been 
paid,  be  devoted  solely  to  the  purposes  for 
which,  in  Article  I.,  it  is  declared  that  this 
Society  is  instituted. 

ARTICLE   V. 

OfTcor?.       The  OflScers  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a 
President,   one  Vice-President,   a  Secretary,  a 
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Troasuror,  {ind  a  Board  of  l^iroctorn,  to  consist 
of  five  niombors,  in  addition  to  the  OlKcers  of 
the  Society. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Stated  meetinc^s  of  tlio  Society  for  the  trans- 
action of  husinchs  nhall  bo  held  on  the  first 
Tuesday  in  each  uionth,  l)ut  the  President  may 
(^all  Special  Meetings  ;it  such  times  as  ho  shall 
deem  necessary.  The  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Society  for  election  of  Ollicers  shall  be  held  at 
a  Special  Meeting  in  October,  and  at  such 
meeting  the  Annual  Eeports  of  the  Officers  of 
the  Society  shall  bo  made.  The  new  Officers 
will  take  their  seats  at  Meeting  held  first  Tues- 
day in  November. 
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ARTICLE    VII.  "  

The  Officers  of  the  Socictv  shall  bo  elected 
by  ballot,  and  shall  hold  office  for  one  year,  and 
until  their  successors  are  elected. 

ARTICLE   VIII. 

The  Board  of  Directoi-s  shall  meet  for  busi- 
ness at  the  call  of  the  President,  and  a  majority 
of  the  Board  may  fill  any  vacancies  which  may 
cccur  in  its  own  body.  The  President,  Secre- 
lary,  and  Treasurer  shall  be  ex-Officio  Members 
of  the  Board,  a  majority  of  whom  must  bo 
present  in  order  to  form  a  quorum  for  the  trans- 
action of  business.

ABTICLE   IX. 

The  President  Fh')ll  predde  at  all  meetings  of 
the  Society  and  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and 
shall  determine  the  order  of  business  in  each. 
He  shall  strictly  enforce  the  provisions  of  the 
Constitution,  By-Laws  and  Standing  Bules  of 
Order,  and  shall  see  that  all  Officers  and  Com- 
mittees perform  their  respective  duties.  He 
shall  sign  all  Resolutions  and  Orders  passed  by 
the  Board  of  directors.  He  shall  neither  make 
nor  second  any  motions  or  resolutions,  nor  take 
part  in  any  debatt ,  while  in  the  Chair.  He 
shall  inspect  and  announce  the  result  of  all 
ballotings,  or  other  voting  by  the  Society. 
The  Vice-President,  in  the  absence  of  the  Pres- 
ident, shall  exercise  the  same  power  and  author- 
ity as  the  President. 


ARTICLE   X. 


A  Physician  may  be  appointed  at  general 
meeting  to  act  on  behalf  of  the  Society,  under 
orders  from  the  Board  of  Directors. 


ARTICLE   XI. 

The  Secretary  shall  keep  correct  minutes  of 
Duties  of  ^jj  ^Yie  proceedings  of  the  Society  and  Board  of 
Secretary.  Directors,  shall  record  its  By-Laws  and  Ordi- 
nances, in  a  book  to  be  kept  solely  for  that 
purpose;  shall  preserve  a  register  of  the  names 
of  the  members,  and  keep  a  correct  account 
therewith,  and  shall  collect  and  pay  over  to  the 
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Treasurer  nil  moneys  due  the  Society ;  bo  shall 
be  responsible  for  the  safe  keeping  of  all  the 
books  and  papers  belonging  to  the  Scwiety, 
excepting  those   of  the   Treasu  •  r.     Ho   shall  ! 

certify  all  accounts  and  records,  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  Board  of  Di  ctoic,  rmd  shall 
co"^>ersign  all  orders  no  the  Treasurer 
signed  by  the  President.  Ho  ^liall  make  re- 
ports of  his  accoimts  at  such  times  as  may 
be  required  by  the  Society;  shall  report  +he 
name  of  each  member  in  arrears  to  the  Society, 
immediately  proceeding  the  election  of  officers; 
shall  be  exempt  from  all  dues  and  from  serving 
on  Committees.  He  shall,  whenever  directed 
by  the  president,  give  the  Members  end  Board 
of  Directors  proper  notice  of  all  meetings,  and 
shall  perform  the  duties  of  Corresponding  Sec- 
retary. He  shall  be  ex-officio  Librarian,  shall 
receive  and  preserve  all  Books,  Maps,  Pamph- 
lets, Records,  Magazines,  etc.,  which  may  be 
purchased  for,  or  donated  or  loiined  to,  the 
Society,  and  be  responsible  for  the  same;  and 
shall  keep  a  record  of  'he  names  of  such  don- 
ors.

forward  the  same  to  the  Secretary  at  Kamlcops. 


ARTICLE   XIV. 

Members  guilty  of  misconduct  may,  upon 
conviction,  (after  a  proper  investigation)  bo 
expelled,  suspended,  fined  or  reprimanded,  by 
a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  ju-esent  ai 
any  stated  meeting,  provided  there  be  not  less 
than  twenty  Members  present;  and  any  Officer 
of  tho  Society  mav  be  removed  from  his  office 
by  the  Board  of  Directors  for  such  cause  as,  in 
its  opinion,  may  be  eleenied  sufficient,  provided 
that  such  proceedings  shall  have  no  effect  until 
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it  is  confirmed  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  the 
members  (there  being  not  less  than  one  third 
of  all  the  members  on  the  roll)  present  at  a 
stated  meeting. 

ABTICLE   XV. 

This  Constitution  shall  not  be  altered  or 
amended  unless  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present  at  a  stated  meeting,  of  which 
due  notice  shall  have  been  given  in  one  or 
more  newspapers  at  least  fifteen  days  prior 
thereto,  at  which  time  there  shall  not  be  less 
than  one  fifth  of  all  tho  members  on  the  roll 
present,  and  all  such  alterations  and  amend- 
ments shall  be  proposed  at  some  meeting  at 
least  one  month  prior  to  such  stated  meeting, 
and  shall  be  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  in 
the  Reading  Room  at  least  fifteen  days  prior 
thereto.

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ARTICLE   I. 


Any  person  joining  this  Society  who  came  to  initiation 
the  country  prior  to  1st  January,  1860,  shall 
be  allowed  to  enroll  his  name  free  of  admission. 
All  after  that  date  shall  pay  a  fee  of  $5.00, 
except  those  who  already  belong  to  the  British 
Columbia  Pioneer  Society  of  Victoria,  whose 
entrance  fee  shall  be  ^2.50.  Each  member  as 
he  joins  the  Society  will  be  required  to  sign  the 
Constitution  and  By-Laws,  with  his  name  in 
full,  together  with  his  place  of  birth,  residence, 
occupation,  declaration  of  good  health,  and  to 
the  best  of  his  belief,  the  date  of  his  arrival 
within  the  limits  of  British  Columbia. 


ARTICLE   II. 

Every  applicant  for  membership  shall  be 
proposed  and  seconded  by  members  of  the  **»^P08a'f«r 
Society,  at  a  regular  monthly  meeting  thereof,  Membership, 
who  shall  present  to  the  Secretary  his  full  name, 
place  of  residence,  occupation,  condition  of 
health,  and  the  date  of  his  arrival  in  the 
country ;  all  of  which  the  Secretary  shall  record 
in  a  book  of  registry  to  be  provided  for  that 
purpose,  and  he  shall  also  post  the  name  of 
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such  applicant  conspicuously  in  the  rooms,  the 
entrance  fee  having  been  deposited,  and  such 
applicant  shall  not  be  balloted  for  unless  at  the 
next  regular  meeting  of  the  Society.  Three 
black  balls  shall  reject  a  candidate. 

ARTICLE   UL

ARTICLE   V.

Every  member  of  this  Society  over  the  age 
of  twenty-one  years,  shall  pay  into  the  Treas- 
ury semi-annually,  $2.50,  in  advance.  Any 
member  who  shall  neglect  to  pay  such  dues  for 
Twelve  (12)  months,  may  be  stricken  from  the 
roll  of  membership;  but  any  peison  so  stricken 
from  the  roll,  upon  the  payment  of  all  arrear- 
ages, may  by  that  act  be  re-admitted  by  a  vote 
of  the  Directors. 
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AKTIOIiE   VI. 

Any  member  who  shall  be  in  arrears  for  dues 
for  more  than  six  ( 6 )  months,  shall  be  ineligible 
to  office,  and  shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote  at 
any  meeting,  or  to  enjoy  the  privileges  of  this 
Society  in  any  manner.  But  when  the  Board 
of  Directors  shall  be  satisfied  that  any  worthy 
member  of  this  Society  is  unable,  for  the  time 
being,  to  pay  the  dues  hereinbefore  prescribed, 
it  shall  have  power  to  remit  such  dues. 

ARTICLE   VII. 

The  President  shall  have  power  to  grant  leave 
of  absence  to  any  officer  of  the  Society  for  a 
period  not  exceeding  two  (2)  months,  and  to 
appoint  some  suitable  person  to  perform  the 
duties  of  such  officer  during  his  absence,  pro- 
vided that  any  officer  desiring  leave  of  absence 
shall  give  the  President  one  week's  notice 
thereof. 

i  ARTICLE   VIII. 

Whenever  it  shall  be  notified  to  the  Board  of 
Directors  that  any  officer  of  the  Society  is 
absent,  and  has  been  absent  for  a  longer  period 
than  three  (3)  months,  the  Board  may  there- 
upon declare  the  office  vacant,  and  appoint 
some  other  person  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

ARTICLE   IX. 

Each  member,  when  speaking,  shall  address 
the  Presiding  Officer,  and  when  called  to  order 
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by  him,  shall  immediately  take  his  seat;  but  he 
may  appeal  from  such  order,  and  a  majority  of 
the  members  present  may  reverse  it.

All  motions,  if  required  by  the  chair,  shall 
be  made  in  writing,  and  read  by  the  mover  at 
his  seat  before  offering. 

ARTICLE   XI 1. 

The  Society  may  elect,  as  Honorary  Mem- 
bers, such  persons  only  as  shall  have  rendered 
important  services  to  the  Society,  or  to  the 
country;  but  no  person  shall  be  elected  an 
Honorary  Member  who  has  not  at  some  time 
resided  in  British  Columbia. 

ARTICLE   XIII.  « 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  fix  the  amount 
and  approve  the  bonds  of  the  Secretary  and 
Treasurer,  which  bonds  shall  be  placed  in  the 
possession  of  the  President  for  safe  keeping; 
and  shall  determine  the  compensation  to  be 
paid  to  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer. 

ARTICLE   XIV. 

Auditing         The  Board  of  Directors  shall  constitute  the 
Coram iti2e8.

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counts  against  the  Society;  and  no  bills  or 
accounts  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer,  unless 
the  same  shall  have  been  endorsed,  approved 
and  signed  by  the  Chairman  of  that  Committee, 
nor  until  it  shall  have  been  signed  by  the  Presi- 
dent and  countersigned  by  the  Secretary. 

ARTICLE   XV. 

In  case  of  a  vacancy  occuring  in  the  office  of  Vacancy  m 
President,  Secretary  or  Treasurer  of  the  Soji-    an  oiiice, 
ety,  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  call  a  meeting 
of  liie  Society  within  thirty   days  thereafter, 
when  a  successor  may  be  elected  to  fill  the  im- 
expired  term  of  such  officer.
